Farmers are Anxious. 

Considerable anxiety is being caused 
among the tobacco growers cf Central 
Kentucky by the cold wave which 
struck this section Wednesday, Thu*s- 
day and Friday night, of last weak, 
giving them a hint ot early frost, 
which it is feared will cone sooner 
than expected to nip the crop. 

The temperature Wednesday night 
was .=»3 dergees and Thursday night 52. 
Friday night was several degrees cool- 
er and light frosts were reported in 
some sections. 

President Clarence LeBus of the 
Hurley Tobccco Society in his speeches 
this summer urging the growers to 
join the pool declared that he believed 
there would be frost by September 15 
which would materially reduce the 
production of the unusually large area 
of tobacco planted this year. He argu- 
ed that therefore there would be a 
short crop and the, 1909 pool would be 
sold for a big price. 

While a large part of ths tobacco in 
this section has been cut and therefore 
saved from President -LeBus’ dire 
prediction, the cold wave occurring on 
those dates boomsMr. LeBus’ reputation 
as a prophet and indicates that there 
will be early frost which mav sreious- 
ly injure much of the lats tobacco. 

From fear of frost the farmers are 
cutting tobacco as rapidly as possibe. 
and are offeiing hands as high as $2.50 
a day and board.

Not m^ny years ago the complaint 
wa.s of a daerth of “hrst-ciass teach- 
but now it is differei^. Ttere is 
'a oearth of any kind of teachers — 
good, indifferent and no account. It is 
difficult to secure teachers enough to 
meet the demand, and there is a reas- 
on. In fact there are two reasons. 

f irst, the standard of qualihcaticn 
for teacners has been raised therefore 
crowoirg many of them out of the pro- 
fession, a healthful weeding out 
which was necessary. 

Second, the increase in the pay of 
t^ e teacner has not kept pace with 
ihe increased cost cf livnig, therefore 
the successful teacher of today can 
find a more lucrative field of employ- 
ment than the schools, and with far I 
brighter prospects of promotion The 
teacher may not r.se much higher than 
his beginning in many years of earnest 
toil, because there is not the oppor- 
tunity to rise that there is in some of 
the great ce mm srcial puisuits, hence 
the teacher who possesses the vim and

Queer Marriage Ceremony That Wae 
Performed In Japan. 

The tragic eiiditig of a .Inpanese 
love story is reiKirted by the Japan 
Chronicle from Tsuzuki. a little seaside 
village in the province of Shizuoka.

Japan, is such an 
ordinary occurrence that little atten- 
tion is attracted by it. but this tragedy 
was followed by something exceptional 
in .la pan. 

When the two bodies, still bound to- 
gether, were washed ashore the offi- 
cials who examined them turned them 
over to their respective parents. The 
villagers were so deeply affected that 
they called upon the two bereaved 
families to "do justice” to the boy 
and girl by uniting them in marriage 
after death. The mayor of the village 
was especially insistent that the rites 
be performed, "so that the deceased 
might be safely united In the next 
world.” The parents agreed, the cere- 
mony was carried out in due form, 
and presents were exchanged between 
the two families. The ceremony was 
legally registered Just as If it had 
taken place before the deaths of the 
bride and bridegroom.
